JAPAN. . 


YOKOHAMA. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 3rd 
March ; the French mail from London Jan. 2 arrived out on the 
24th Feb., and the following P. and O. mail of Jan. 9 on the 
27th Feb. The Japan Herald supplies the following items of 
intelligence :— a 
. During the past few days Tokio has been in a most unsatisfac- 
tory state of perturbation. To all appearance business progresses 
the same as ever, but there are not wanting abundant signs of 
the troublous times through which we are now passing. At all 
hours of the day, and in all parts of the capital, are to be met 
men traversing the streets and wearing the two swords of old 
Japan. Of course not one of the lesser officials knows any more, 
or as much as foreigners ; but they are confident, and express 
themselves as convinced that peace will be restored in a few 
days. With regard to the two-sworded men who are to be 
geen ostentatiously parading the streets, various rumours are 
afloat. One, and the most probable, is to the effect that a 
rising and the seizure of the Royal person is their object. That 
some such rising was intended is partly evidenced by the fact 
that the various Government offices are doubly guarded ; both 
soldiers and police being stationed in the Shinbashi terminus, 
while the residencies of several foreign employés are watched by 
policemen. A few days since the members of the Daijokwan 
were summoned, and remained in session all one night, while 
the Palace during that time was doubly guarded, infantry, 
cavalry, and artillery being all posted in readiness for any enter- 

rise. This rumour as to an attempted seizure of the Mikado 
is one which finds acceptance with many non-oflicial Japanese, 
and it is borne out by the extraordinary preparations made to 
meet any violence. At present, however, all is uncertainty— 
the Government is utterly bewildered ; and though the ofiicials 
may instruct persons to make light of it, the country is passing 
te a crisis, the importance of which cannot be over-esti- 
mated. 





Higashi Fushima no Miya, with a detachment of troops, is on 
the eve of quitting Tukio for the seat of war. It is stated that 
there are in all about 15,000 troops in the metropolis. Prince 
Higashi has also been appointed commander-in-chief of the Im- 
perial fleet. despatched for the South. His Highness is accom- 
panied by General Yamagata and Rear-Admiral Ito. We hear 
that arms are being shipped for the South, and that the Canton 
and Golden Age have been chartered for the conveyance of 
troops. The decree prohibiting the native press from publishing 
war news has been rescinded. As the Government is in poases- 
sion of the telegraph, it has a monopoly of the news that comes 
through its agency, and will take care that only such matters as 
it desires to have published shall filter into the columns of the 
native press, 
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The latest intelligence is that the Imperial troops engaged the [ 
insurgents on the 23rd of Feb. The latter fought hard for some [ 


time, it is said, but were eventually defeated at all points. The 
Government troops were following up their victory,and expected 
to recapture Saga immediately. Blazing villages marked the 
retreat of the samurai. It may be supposed that the troops were 
those brought or reinforced by Okubo. It is probable that they 
were landed on the 20th Feb., and marched at once on the insur- 
gents, Who must have been near to Fukuoka. :

On March’ Ist, the rebels abandoned 
the place, dispersing in various directions. Meanwhile a second 
body of cag hoe embarked from Yeddo, under the command 
of Higashi hima, an uncle of the Mikado. This expe- 
dition sailed March 1; but, in consequence of the news from 

was stopped by bent ie ge The intelligence of the rebel 
dollapse was coldly recei by the foreigners generally in 
Yokohama, a different result having been confidently expected 
By the majority. 
. The recent payment of the instalment of the Simonoseki claims 
has been. e the occasion for recalling circumstances of the 
affairs hitherto’ forgotten. The indemnity was demanded to 
defray the expenses of the allied expedition of 1864, commonly 
uiiderstood to have been undertaken in ome of the firing 
beg rome ships while passing through Simonoseki Straits. 

6 English Minister was most active in organising the expedi- 
tion, but it is now set forth that not a single English ship was 
éver fired upon or in any way molested, and that while the expe- 
dition was in preparation Earl Russell sent frequent despatches 
to Sir Rutherford Alcock stating that the passage of the Straits 
was not necessary, and forbidding any aggressive proceedings. 
The action of the British fleet was approved by the Home 
Government only after it had been carried through and proved 
successful. 

As regards the cause of France and the United States, it is 
shown that the French Government, by the special treaty of 
June 25, 1864, the peaceful terms of the settlement of 
the Simonoseki trouble, and that this arrangement was known 
tv the French Minister in Japan before the sailing of the expe- 
dition, which, nevertheless, proceeded with sanction, and that 
thé United States Minister was in possession of a written 
acknowledgment of the injury done and a written promise to pay 
the penalty demanded, and, also, interest, which was not de- 
led when he to the hostile departure. 

It is furthermore shown that the original intention was to fix 
the indemnity at $2,000.000, but that it was raised to $3,000,000,

In consequenceJof a case that has lately arisen, where Mesars. 
Overbeck and Co.’s comprodore absconded with certain China 
bank orders belonging to the firm, the native bankers of Shang- 
hai have addressed a letter to the Chamber of Commerce, Pe 
posing two rules with regard to China bank orders in future : rity 
that the absconding of a compradore shall not be held groun 
for a second claim in r t to orders he may misappropriate ; 
second, that the finder of a lost order shall be entitled to a re- 
ward of 10 per cent. of its value. These rules foreign merchants 
are asked to sign, but we imagine they will decline the proposal, 
as inconvenient. The question has arisen out of the terms of 
the settlement come to in the Mixed Court, whereby the loss was 
partitioned between the bank, Overbeck and Co., and Pustatt 
and Co., into whose hands the order had passed. 

A correspondent however assures us that this settlement was 
not a formal decision, but a voluntary compromise. A China 
bank order seems to be simply a bank note, for the value of 
which, under ordinary circumstances, you can no more claim on 
a bank if you lose it, than you can claim on an English bank for 
the value of a five-tael note if your servant] steals one. The set- 
tlement in question, therefore, does not touch a principle ; and 
there seems no reason why things should not go on as before, 
pede some revision of the system, if that be thought advisable. 

t has been suggested that the question should be solved by in- 
sistance on cash payment, instead of five days’ sight, as is now 
the custom. If bank orders were made payable on demand, 
there would certainly be so much less time for them to get lost 
or mislaid in than under the present system. Or why do not 
the native banks issue orders of the nature of cheques, payable 
to the order of some special individual? In the meantime busi- 
ness is seriously hindered by the refusal of the banks to issue 
any orders until the matter is settled. 

The following official notification appears in the Herald :— 

Tientsin, 9h February, 1874.—Statements iene appeared to the 
effect that when investing the Consul at Tientsin with consular powers 
over British subjects in Peking Her Majesty’s Government had con+ 
templated the assertion of a right on the part of British subjects to’ 
trade and reside in Peking, the undersigned is instructed by Her Ma- 
jesty's Minister to remind British subjects that no such right under 
Treaty exists, and to add that there is no authority for the assumption 
that it has been proposed to assert it.—J. Monean, Consul. 

With reference to this notification the Herald says :—Does this 
mean that British subjects are to be denied access to Peking ? 
It can hardly be so; but really the object of the notice is not’ 
otherwise apparent. We are not aware what statements are 
alluded to ; no foreign resident in China can have suspe 
the late Government’ or their Representative of a design to ausert 
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inary claims. They would most likely begin by clatmimg 
What is in the treaty. Yet it took fourteen yehrs to assert the 
right of audience, and the transit due clausé is still inoperative 
in the south, and imperfectly observed elsewhere. It was hardly 
worth while to notify, officially, that men of common clay have 
no right to penetrate the sanctuary of the gods. 

A curious memorial has been presented to Li Hiumg-chang, 
zigarding the development of the coasting trade in Chinese 
steamers. Ii is said to have been drawn up by ‘a foreigner, but 
is so shallow, and withal mischievous in its tenor, that we ‘can 
hardly believe it was so. His Excellency is first treated to A short 
dissertation on the maritime regulations of European States, and 
kkéd why Chinese alone should be forced td admit véssels of 
other nations to engage in her coasting trade, the ‘writer having, 
nétwithstanding, just demonstrated that England allows thé 
privilege. The Chinese Government is urged, then, to notify fo- 
reigners that after a giveh date their ships will not be permitted 
to engage in this trade, “by which means the protective principle 
will be clearly promulgated, and ‘Chinese steamship ‘companies 
will Begin to flourish ;” the existence of treaty stipulations about 
sondrv ports, and the probable disinclination of foreii n Govern- 
tents to ‘abrogate them, being apparently overlooked. The 
edacple of subsidies to mail steamer companies is next brought 

orward, and an inducement apparently held out to the Chinese 

Government to imitate the example, and recoup itself by postal

HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 12th March; th 
P. and ‘0. thail from London Jan. 28 arrived out on the 7th 
March. The Daily Press supplies the following items of intelli-

All whose sympathies are upon the side of law and order must 
regret the unfortunate occurrences which have recently caused 20 
much excitement at Macao. As is usually the case at election 
times, considerably ‘party feeling was aroused in reference to the 
deputy to he sent to the Parliament at Lisbon, and the fact that 
a very large number were in favour of Dr. Magalhaes, who about 
a year ago was sent away by the present Governor to Timor, in 
consequence of some articles which he had published that were 
displeasing to the authorities, added further interest to the con- 
test. Dr. Magalhaes, in fact, became the popular candidate ‘as 
opposed to Mr. Pinto Bastos, whom the Government ‘party sup- 

rted. The first return of votes was in favour of Dr. Magalhaes, 
Gat as there was not an absolute majority, it was n 
to have a new poll. This was accordingly done, and stren- 
uous efforts were made on both sides to obtain a majority 
—the result being in favour of the Government candidate 
by some five votes. This in itself was snfficient to cause 
considerable excitement, the more so as it appears that 
there were several, both officers and men, among the 
who gave their vote in favour of the un candidate, 
But it appears that one point excited the public especially, and 
that was the fact very generally asserted that a portion of the 
Government votes were not valid, as they were those of non- 
residents in the colony. ‘Ihe result of all this was that soime- 
thing very like a petty revolution was anticipated ut the holy 
city, and matters went so far that it was found necessary to a 
the colony under something very much like martial ‘aw. For- 
tunately matters quieted down by degrees, and nbthing very se- 
rious has resulted, but very severe complaints are made of the 
ne meastires adopted by the Governor, and there ib a wide- 
spread feeling of discontent on the subject. ; 

The stedmer Sunfoo has been wrecked ‘on a small iskahd dlowe 
by the Asses’ Kars, about thirty miles‘from ‘Hong Kong. ‘Fhe 
news was brought on ae a pilot boat, the ‘captain of wHich re- 

rted that she went ashore at dbout 9 p.m. dn the 11th March. 

e stated that the crew and all the passengers had landed safely 
on the island, and that two ‘open boats bésides himself had ‘put 
off for Hong Kong. In one of the boats was Mr. Kerr, of ‘the 
Oriental Bank. They have not yet arrived, but there are no 
serious grounds for apprehension as to their likelihood of coming 
in safely. The total number of passengers on board was said to 
be about 150 Europeans and'Chinese. The first account of the 
matter was to the effect that the véssel‘had‘sunk up to her deck 
at the time the pilot left her ; but it was stated, on the other 
hand, that she twas not seriously injured. On receipt of the 
news arrangements ‘were made for the tug boat Fume to proceed 
to the scene of the disaster, arid that vessel has left. The Sun- 
‘00 ‘was émployed on'the new Australian Mail line, and was, we 
understand, bringing on the passengers and cargo, the mail having 
already arrived by the Swiftsure. 

Mr. Stewart has issued his report upon theGovernineht Schools. 
The main feature in the report is the satisfactory indication 
which it affords of the spread of education generally in the colony. 
It appears that at the present time a total number of 3,500 ¢hil- 
dren are educated at the different schools in Hong Kong, but 
this, Mr. Stewart tells us, is far short of those who should be at 
school, although, comparing the results with those of previous 
years, there is much cause for satisfaction, and great encourage- 
ment to perseverance. The necessity for larger accommodation 
for the schools has been repeatedly urged, and we trust that steps 
will ere long be taken to meet this want. We regret to notice 
that Mr. Stewart states there is little hope of the difficulty with 
reference to the Morrison Scholarship beirig settled without hav- 
ing recourse to a legal decision. a

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

oe SINGAPORE. 

The advices by the present mail extend to the 20th March ; 
the French mail from London Feb. 13 arrived out on the 17th 
March. The following summary of the news is from the Straits 
Times :— - 

The Peiooipe event has been a banquet given by the Ma- 
harajah of Johore on the 10th March, on the occasion of the 
first official visit of H.E. the Governor to Johore Bahru, to 
which the principal residents of Singapore, official and unofficial, 
were invited. .E. and suite, with Lady Clarke, went over to 
Johore in H.M.S. Thalia, and the Pluto followed next day, 
affording any of the invited guests an opportunity of a trip over 
by water. The arrival of the English mail and the expected 
arrival of the homeward mail ibe many from availing of 
the Maharajah’s hospitality on the occasion, but the banquet was, 
notwithstanding, a very successful one, and gave much pleasure 
to all who attended. 

After his visit with the Governor to Salangore and Langkat, 
Admiral Shadwell remained here a few days, and left on the 
27th Feb. in H.M.S. Jron Duke for China, the Frolic leaving the 
same day for Hong Kong by way of Labuan and Manila. Her 
Majesty's navy is, however, still represented here by the Thalia, 
Midge, Avon, and the gunboat Growler. The Salamis and 
Rinaldo have both left on their homeward cruise. The Thalia, 
which has been for some time the senior naval officer’s ship at 
this station, will leave for Hong Kong on the 20th March, and 
will be replaced here by H.M.S. Charybdis, expected here daily, 
ene with the gunboat Swinger. On the arrival of the 
Charybdis, the Midge will also leave for the north. The Avon, 
under a new commander, expected by next mail, will visit 
Klang, Salangore, Perak and Tarook and will afterwards pro- 
bably also proceed to the northward, 

Since the pacification of Perak and Laroot, and the trial and 
execution of the one pirates at Langkat, we have heard of no 
cases of piracy in the neighbourhood of Malacca or Penang, and 
we trust that permanent good has been effected by the prompt 
and well-timed action of Sir Andrew Clarke, in his recent visits 
to these States. In connection with the trial of the pirates 
at Langkat, we have to correct a serious misstatement in our 
last overland summary. The trial was not conducted on 
board the Thalia, but by the native Court on shore ; 
nor had the two commissioners on board the Thalia any- 
thing to-do with the trial or execution, their business being 
merely to see that the Sultan adhered to the engagements 
he had entered into with the Governor. Though Laroot and 
Perak are now quiet, and mining operations are in a fair way of 
being resumed, it is not yet deemed advisable for Europeans to 
venture there without first consulting the Government autho- 
rities here. Probably, however, when all arrangements have 
been perfected, these two territories will prove a lucrative field 
for European enterprise and capital. 

The Dutch do not appear to be making much pro in 
Atchin. Since the fall of the Kraton they have mapeared tao or 
three forts, but have directed their energies mainly to fortifying 
themselves in the Kraton, with a view, we may naturally infer, 
of permanently occupying the place. Short telegrams announce 
the submission of a headman or two, but the chiefs seem as 
hostile as ever, and the Dutch army does not appear very eager 
to follow up its hard-earned victories by making further in- 
roads into the country, which is briefly described as “ diffi- 
cult,” and where, probably, the force could not count 
on the assistance of the guns of the navy in encounters 
with its spirited enemy. There is, so far, little to show 
after all for the cost incurred in blood and treasure in this war, 
and it has been shown that, though the Kraton was said to be 
the last stronghold of the Atchinese, they are adepts in the art 
of fortification, and throw up earthworks and admirable defences 
with great skill, in, for them, an incredibly short time. The fol- 
lowing is the latest telegram from Lieutenant-General Van Swie- 
ten, dated Atchin, 28th Feb. :— 

“No change in the political situation ; everything quiet in the neigh- 
bourhood of Bivouac and Kraton. Hard at work at our fort in the 
Kraton. Three war steamers left on 18th February for the North East 
and West coast of Sumatra with proclamations and the necessary docu- 
ments for acknowledging our supremacy.” 

The weather during the month or so has been oppressively 
hot, with scarcely a drop of rain to moisten the patched earth or 
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the heated atmosphere. The wells have run almost dry, water 
is scarce and high-priced. the streets are covered with a thick 
layer of finely poe ered dust that impregnates the very air we 
breathe, and the drains are choked up with accumulated filth 
that emits a most offensive effluvia. Under these circumstances, 
it is fortunate indeed that no pestilence has broken out in our 
midst, for, at the present time, it could not fail to be a dire ca- 
lamity. It is gratifying to report that at last the Government 
has full detained to provide the long needed water supply: 
which. but for the needless procrastination of the late Adminis- 
Halon, might have been now far advanced, if not wholly com- 
pleted. 

A fire has occurred in the Chinese village at Rhio called 
Campong Si g. The campong consists of a number 
of attap huts, built on piles over the mud, and contains besides 
a number of larger attap erections used as stores. The Resident, 
Mr. Schiff, was éarly at the scene of conflagration, and was 
untiring in his efforts to check its pro; , but it being low 
water at the time, the fire spread rapidly, and all attempts to 
save any of the buildings were unavailing. The entire campong, 
consisting of some three hundred attap buildings, was destroy 
and with it, we are informed, all the stores, produce, and every- 
thing else it contained. It is of course impossible as yet to form 
any correct estimate of the losses sustained, but our informant 
baliseen the amount will reach some $350,000 to $400,000. 

On the 12th March smoke was discovered issuin 
hatches of the Italian barque Luigi Madre, Captain Marini, lying 
in the roads laden with Newcastle coals. The alarm was at once 
given, and boats came to her assistance from British men-of-war 

ing in the harbour. A man-of-war’s boat lay alongside the 
ship all night, pumping water into the hold, but on the morning 
of the 13th, the fire still increasing, and the smoke from all the 
hatches becoming more dense, it was determined to beach and 
scuttle the vessel. The tugboat Pilot Fish was accordingly 
brought alongside, and the vessel was towed to a mud-bank, 
holes were made in her sides, and she was scuttled in three fa- 
thoms water. During the 14th and 15th, as the state of the tide 
permitted, hands were employed lightening the vessel, and she 
was floated off and towed alongside the Tanjong Pagar wharf, 
where the cargo is to be discharged. 

Sir Andrew Clarke has remitted the sentences of rigorous im- 
prisonment passed in the Province Wellesley Police Courts on 
Messrs. Thomson and Durnford, who have now each served out 
two months of their sentence. Mr. Thomson has therefore been 
released, but Mr. Durnford has still to undergo his Supreme 
Court sentence of three months’ simple imprisonment.

THE FAR EAST. 

An elaborate return hes just been published showing tha, qums 

nted by Parliament for the army in the year ending the 3st of 
a ‘1873, and the expenditure during that period. We select the 
items relating to the Far East :— 

On Vote 1, for general and regimental pay, &c., there was an arrearclaim 
of £15,235 4s. 11d. from the Indian Government for the cost of tronps 
employed at the Straits Settlements and in Ching in the years 1871 
and 1872. No provision was made for this charge in the estimates for 
4872-3, as it wag contemplated the troops would be removed before 
the Ist of April, 1872, which was not the case. The amount was tem- 
porarily defrayed from the saving upon the ordinary grants for the 
army. On Vote 10, for provisions, fuel and light, &c., the grant for 
colonial allowances was £57,000, but the expenditure was only 
£47,594 16s. 1ld., showing a balance of £9,405 3s. 1d., which is 
ascribed to the alteration in the distribution and diminution of forces 
employed in China, Ceylon, and the Straits Settlements. It appears thgt 
in consequence of a report from the General commanding, that no re- 
duction had taken place in the charges for rent at Hong Kong, the 
Treasury consented to grant an additional 50, percent. to the authorised 
rates of lodging allowance till the 31st of March, 1874. The sum of 
£2329 68, 3d. was obtained from the Foreign-office for the Legation 
Guard in China and Japan; £216 only was estimated in yote 18, for 
works, buildings, &. The expenditure for providing additional maga- 
zine accommodation in China was, during the year, £992 4s, 5d., and 
the eatimate £1,500, showing a surplus of £507 15x. 7d. The total 
estimate of the work was £10,000, and the total payments to the 31st 
of March, 1873, were £9,466 58. 5d. The expenditure on quarters for 
foyr officera with necessary out-buildings at Kowloong was £1,025 
8s. 5d., and the estimate £1,250, showing q surplus of €224 4s, 7d.

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PARLIAMENTARY PAPERS ON CHINA. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) i 

The two papers on China afford food for reflection as to the present 
and future of Nhat country and its foreign relations. The first gives the 
correspondence respecting the uudience granted to Her Majeaty’s and 
the other foreign representatives at Peking by the Emperor of China. 
It is not long—the whole correspondence being within the compass of 
eight pages ; in curious contrast with the interminable length of t®*% 
discussions which preceded the ceremony. It was talked of before the 
late Minister left Peking in 1869, and has ever since been intermittingly 
on the tapis. For the last four months it has occupied all the repre- 
sentatives of foreign Powers, and in the end it appears like a studi 
stroke of irony that a Japanese ambassador took precedence of all the 
representatives of the Great Powers of the West, and had a special 
audience to himself, while the others were kept waiting in an outer 
pavilion, They, no doubt, can afford to laugh ‘at such pretensions 
as the Emperor of China is pleased to put forward and the petty 
humiliations devised for their representatives, but we confess 9 
inability to understand the tone of gratulation on thé achievement 
which this audience has given rise to in the public press of China and 
Europe. It pierces through the measured and half-deprecatory lan: 
guage even of the British Minister in the official correspondence before 
us, although Mr. Wade is much too able and experienced in Eastern 
diplomacy not to see the insolence and fatuity of the measures taken by, 
the Emperor and his Ministers to reduce to a minimum anything in the 
shape of concession, while profiting by the opportunity of pablehing to 
his own world that the foreign Ministers had “humbly begged” or 
“implored” an audience, and studiously avoided giving to the letters 
of credence any higher place in the text than if they had proceeded 
from a tributary State. After this, not to receive the foreign represen- 
tatives in the palace—evidently too great an honour for barbarians— 
but in a pavilion, and too keep them waiting some two hours, on 
a plea of important despatches to read, was really to play out the 
whole programme of Oriental insolence and assumption. It is 
difficult to understand why the representatives of Russia, England, 
France, and America should have submitted to such indignities. 
We cannot help thinking it would have been both wiser and more 
politic to have asserted more firmly the dignity of the great Powers 
they represented, and refused to allow them to be compromised by 
such puerile attempts to lower them in the eyes of the Chinese nation; 
if not in their own. Instead of remembering, as Mr. Wade urges, 
“the long standing pretension of the Emperor of China, and the tra- 
dition of isolated supremacy on which that pretension was based,” it 
might have better answered the true ends of a national polity to 
have let the Chinese Court remember how baseless those pretensions 
had been shown to be in the field on more than one occasion within 
the last twenty years. Submission to unfounded assumptions of 
superiority or power is not govd diplomacy anywhere in the East, 
and nowhere less than in China, if we are to judge by all past ex- 
perience. By the light of such experience, indeed, we cannot under- 
stand Mr. Wade's assertion that “the Empire has for the first time in 
its history broken with the tradition” which denied an audience with- 
out the performance of the kutow. We are strangely astray in our 
history if a British ambassador, in the person of Lord Macartney, did 
not at the close of last century stand face to face before an Emperor 
of China when Taoukwang reigned, and if a Russian envoy had nota 
similar privilege at a still earlier period. Under allthe circumstances, past 
and present, we find it impossible to join in the feeling that the foreign 
representatives have achieved a triumph of diplomacy in the audience, 
and we should scarcely think there was much ground for congratulation 
if some of its surrounding conditions had been less objectionable. As 
to the slight practical effects to be anticipated, we expressed our opinion 
when the news of the ceremony first reached Europe, and we do not find 
anything in this correspondence materially to affect it, notwithstanding 
that the Emperor was “ pleased to bestow refreshment upon the Minis- 
ters,” while they were kept waiting outside his palace for a couple of 
hours in the early dawn. . 

Of the correspondence respecting the Macao Coolie Trade—the other 
paper—we are tempted to say that if anything could justify the im- 
mobility of the Chinese Court, and its aira of superiorly over Western 
States, it would be the history of the Macao coolie trade, and the fact 
that the Emperor's subjects have been notoriously kidnapped and all 
his rights trampled upon in spite of international law and remonatrance 
for more than twenty years, before one of the smallest States in Europe 
could be induced to take any step for its suppression. And when we 
remember that the neighbouring British colony of Hong Kong was a 
persistent accomplice, offering a harbour for the fitting out of slave 
ships under foreign flags, and otherwise participating in the profits 
of this infamous traffic, we may well feel humiliated at reading the 
date of the Colonial ordinance which compelled the departure from 
Hong Kong waters of four Peruvian ships —the last of the ill- 
omened fleet, which were even then refitting—and to whose coun- 
try 1,600 Chinese had been shipped, as Mr. Wade informs Eord 
Granville in the month of August, 1878. It is enough to make ope 
despair of justice, or honesty, and good faith, whenever a question of 
interest or profit, however paltry, Btands in the way. All Western 
Powers condemned this traffié as utterly indefensible, and alls by 
supinely while the little half-Portuguesé islet of Macao under the Por- 
tugueseé rule was made one vast barracoon, from whence year by year 
some 18,000 kidnapped Chinese were shipped to slavery in Pert ‘and 
Manila in foreign ships protected by national flags. And then we wonder 
that the Chinese do hot trust us or love us, and are glow to recogr 
the superiority of foreign nations and Western civilisation, except 
the manufacture of guns and the building of ships for purposes of war ! 
In that they are willing to copy us, in the hope that in the end they 
may prove as strong as we are, and keep China for the Chinese, rid of 
all intruders and barbarians. , vie

COFFEE CULTIVATION. 

The Journal of the Socicty of Arts for April contains an interesting 
paper on Coffee, by Mr. W. P. Branson. The writer in his review of the 
present condition of the growth of Coffee says}:—“ Whilst during the last 
fifty years we have made rapid progress in most branches of science and 
industry, we cannot but regret that in this late age there should be 
with us so little attention paid to an article of food which a former 

eat nation freely used and valued centuriesago.” After giving a brief 
history of the cultivation of the coffee plant in Arabia, Abyssinia and 
elsewhere, the writer proceeds to notice the culture of the plant in Java. 
He says :—‘‘ The culture of coffee in Java is effected by tribute or par- 
tially enforced labour. The Dutch Government maintain the old Indian 
idea of sovereign right to a supreme lordship of the soil. They do nut 
allow freehold possession of land to the people, except where a few 
foreigners held certain rights before our cession of the island. With 
these exceptions the Government have a monopoly of the land, and each 
family holds its farm on the stringent condition of having to plant 
and maintain in bearing six hundred and fifty trees, of which they must 
harvest and deliver the produce, about two ewt. only, into the Ciovern- 
ment warehouse. Insuch atask the people have naturally more interest 
in the speed with which they get through their harvesting than in a good 


result, and much coffee is wasted.” Mr. Branson considers that a better | 


feature in J ava is the employment of Malays, who prove yalnable 
labourers. Under this compulsory system the production of coflee in 
Java has reached 1,000,000 bags per annum ; but, says the writ

News has been received by some of the principal planters in Peru 
from Macao that only free Chinese emigration will henceforward be 
allowed from that port. Efforts have been made by the Government 
with the Portuguese Legation at Lima to arrive at some other sulution, 
the present measure being represented as injurivus to Peruvian in- 
teresta. It was, however, replied that the instructions from the Lisbon 
Cabinet were couched in unmistakable terms. This collapse of the 
coolie traffic is attributed to the influence of England.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
RorrerDaM, APRIL 15. 

The members of the First Chamber have re-assembled, and at their 
first sitting the President proposed the following resolution :—“ The 
First Chamber expresses its gratitude to the army and the navy, and 
the commander-in-chief, for the patriotism, courage, and prudeuce 
shown during the military operations in Atchin.” The vote was car- 
Tied unanimously, and was forthwith wired to General Van Swieten by 
the Minister of the Colonial Department. The Chamber will now pro- 
ceed to deal with the various Bills which have been passcd by the 
oyer House. In the meanwhile the members will examine the Atchin 
oenraents which have been laid before them. To-morrow the debate 
about these papers will be opened in the Second Chamber, and I 
scarcely need add that everyone is most anxious about the result of 
this Parliamen struggle, ‘the to be or not to be” of the Cabinet, 
and poesibly the ber. It.is nat unlikely that the political situa- 
tion may be completely changed by this debate. The question is 
whether the Opposition is quite ready for the coup, and this can only 
be shown by the results, for the public will hear very few particulars 
about the discussion, as the documents, in accordance with the desire 
of Mr. Fransen Van de Putte, are to be kept secret, notwithstanding 
that one of the members, who is at the same time the editor of a local 
paper, declares that without hurting the public interest they might be 
published. Another member axsures us, on the other hand, that they 
contain particulars about diplomatic negotiations, by the publication of 
which the Governor-General would be greatly compromised. Of course, 

these are only more or less trustworthy rumours, 
is once more positively asserted that there is a prospect of a mar- 
riage between the Prince of Orange and a noble Dutch lady, without, 
however, one princely drop of ‘blood in her veins.’ It would be some- 
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what indiscreet to give her name, which is whispered from ear to ear, 
the more because I believe the report, which is the topic of the day, to 
be unfounded. Such a marriage would be most injudicious ; certainly 
it is to be regretted that a Crowm prince cannot marry la dame de son 
Ceur but auch a marriage must annul his prerogatives. One report 
says that the Prince is so love-lorn that he would be content to sacri- 
fice his right to the throne in favour of his younger brother, who in a 
few months will leave the Leyden Academy to occupy his palace in the 
Hague. 

The documents which were laid before the Members of the Second 
Chamber respecting the revision of our electoral laws throw but very 
little light on the real question. The inquiry which wes made by the 
Minister has not given any satisfactory result. The new franchise Bill 
remains still what it was, a leap in the dark. Mr. Geertsema seems to 
have been rather over-worked, and some days ago he started for a Ger- 
man watering-place to restore, his health ; he will peturp before the end 
of the week. 

The Staats Courant has published long lists of the dead and wounded 
in the second Atchin expedition. It must be acknowledged that the 
Minister has taken the greatest care to advise the families of those 
soldiers who suffered. On the 5th of this month a post-card was for- 
warded to the familics of those who were wounded, and in case of death 
the family was informed by the Burgomaster. :

PORTUGAL.

Lisson, APRIL 4. 

The Cortes were closed on Thursday last at eleven o'clock. There 
was but little ceremony, his Majesty being represented by the Ministry. 
The new Parliament will be opened in January next, unless any urgent 
matter should necessitate an earlier meeting. The elections take place 
in November, and the contest promises to be severe in some districts. 
In addition to the opposition offered by the Liberal party, the Miguelites 
are likely to cause some trouble in the North. 

A letter has been received by a Spaniard residing in Lisbon from an 
important personage in the Carlist army, in which some of the plans of 
the Carlists with regard to Portugal are described. It appears from 
this letter that the plan devised for promoting sedition in various oh ache 
of the province of Minho has been abandoned in favour of a scheme 
for raising money to place the son of Don Miguel on the throne of Por- 
tugal should the Carlists be successful. The letter complains of the 
want of energy on the part of Don Carlos, while the son of Don Miguel 
is enlogised. The Liberal press treat the efforts of the Miguelite party 
with contempt. It was rumoured that the Government intended to 
send the Miguclite leaders out of the country, a measure that would 
be highly approved by the majority of the people.

RECALL OF. THE JAPANESE STUDENTS. 

In our issue for September 1, 1873, we mentioned that 
the Japanese students in this country, on the Continent, 
and in America, were recalled by an Imperial decree, for- 
warded by the new Minister of Education. At the time 
some letters appeared in the press, commenting unfavour- 
ably upon this sudden resolution, when the greater number 
of them had scarcely passed through half of the curriculum 
each was intended to study at the universities, so as to 
qualify them for posts in the Civil Service, or educational 
establishments in Japan. Remonstrances were made by 
the students and their relatives at the injustice of the order 
of recall, which had the desired effect of its being re- 
scinded, and they were allowed to remain until their 
studies were completed. Each student on his departure 
was allowed his travelling expenses, and a certificate was 
given, authorising him to draw upon the Treasury at Yedo 
for his maintenance and payment of class fees. These 
allowances, we understand, averaged about two hundred 
pou: per annum, exclusive of travelling expenses. These 

ave been duly honoured, but now the Finance Minister 
of Japan, from motives of economy, has induced the Go- 
vernment to recall the Civil Service students, whose main- 
tenance abroad cost not less than £110,000 per annum. 
Those, however, who are intended for the army and navy 
do not come under this order of recall, but they form not 
much more than one-twentieth of the whole. This time 
the decree is peremptory, and all must leave for their des- 
tination, within two months of the date when they received 
the order. Hence there will be a complete exodus of these 
dusky, yet amiable young gentlemen, who have made 
friends that will miss them,—not a few of whom belong to 
the fair sex. From one of the most intelligent students 
we learn there are at present about five hundred and fifty 
of them at the colleges and other educational institutions 
in Europe and America. They are classed and distributed 
in the following manner:—In England and Scotland 
(there are none in Ireland) the largest number are attend- 
ing classes to qualify as civil engineers; then come 
those who study commerce, banking, political economy, 
and law. Those on the Continent study law and seri- 
culture in France, medicine in Germany, and a few in 
Russia acquiring a knowledge of diplomacy. In the United 
States they are chiefly engaged in agriculture, and for the 
same purpose there are a few in Scotland. Those acquiring 
a knowledge of the naval profession number fifteen in Bri- 
tain and four in America, of the army twelve are in France 
and five in Germany, making thirty-six in all, to remain 
until they show a certain degree of proficiency before the 
examiners for the navies and armies of these. countries. 
None have yet passed examinations in either of the ‘ser- 








vices, but several have obtained the degree of Doctor of } 


Medicine in Germany, and Bachelor of Arts in England. 
From this it will be seen that the countries selected as the 
base for acquiring the professional knowledge necessary to 
perfect Japanese institutions through their agency are those 
most famous for each specialty ; such as Britain for its 
navy, commerce, and finance ; France for its army, code of 
laws, and silk manufactures ; Germany for its medical col- 
leges, Russia for its diplomacy, and America for its agri- 
canes: Besides these Government students, there are 
about 160 gentlemen of different ages, but mostly belonging 
to noble families, who are learning European languages, 
and acquiring a general education, at their own expense, or 
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that of their parents. Of these there are stated to be 
seventy in America, fifty in Britain, and forty on the Con- 
tinent ; making a total of 710 students. If to these we 
add the Ministers and members of Legations, the Consuls 
and Consular officers, there have been during the past two 
or three years not less than 800 Japanese abroad, main- 
tained at the public expense, and spending at lest 
£200,000 per annum. 





THE SERVICES OF M. GIQUEL. 

WE note with much regret the reported retirement 
from the Chinese Service of M. GiquEL. We cannot 
but think it a matter to be much regretted that he 
did not remain in the Customs’ Service, and devote 
his great abilities and influence to the developing of a 
system which, however we regard it, is a power, and 
must, after all, be the lever which shall move and stir the 
enormous mass of Chinese immobility, prejudice, and 
ignorance. Up to the present time no signs of weakness, 
no indications of a desire to relax or resign his firm and 
tenacious grasp have escaped Mr. Hart at Peking ; but it 
is a curious fact that throughout the Customs’ Service 
there is no man to whom rumour or public opinion assigns 
the rod of Empire when Mr. Harr shall desire to quit the 
capital of the Son of HEAVEN for perhaps the political 
turmoil of St. Stephen’s, or the life of a country gen- 
tleman in the Emerald Isle. That the Service contains 
able men we cannot doubt; but whom among them is 
qualified to assume and discharge the onerous and 
arduous duties which devolve upon its present chief ? 
Rumour has frequently pointed to Mr. J. McCLEAvy 
Brown as the probable successor of Mr. Hart, and 
it is possible that, to those behind the scenes, this gen- 
tleman’s qualifications may be considered adequate. But 
to the outside world it seems difficult to say why Mr. 
BROWN should have been selected as the fittest on whom 
the purple can fall. He is known to the public.asa 
secretary and supporter of Mr. BURLINGAME’S sham and 
pinchbeck’ embassy; as one who, knowing the truth, yet 
gave his tacit support to a bewildering tissue of misrepre- 
sentations and falsehoods, and he appears to have ridden 
into esteem and publicity on the shoulders of a presumed 
superior knowledge and mastery of the Chinese language. 
It may be that he has claims on the Chinese Government, 
but some other means of satisfying these claims might 
surely be found than thoseinvolving the sacrifice of a service 
which has singularly favourable opportunities of aiding the 
development of commercial relations between Europe and 
China. Wemake the foregoing remarks, not with any de- 
sire to disparage Mr. BRown, but because we think he has 
been accepted too readily as a candidate for the prospective 
vacancy in the Director-Generalship of the Customs. Mr. 
Hart's successor should be a tried and capable man, with 
self denial and singleness of purpose, wide and liberal 
views, and able to command the respect and esteem of the 
somewhat motley crew he commands. Such qualities we 
conscientiously believe M. GIQUEL possesses. 


THE dispute as to the Suez Canal dues has assumed a 
somewhat serious phase. A protest having been made by 
the Governments of Great Britain, Austria, Germany, and 
Italy, against the postponement of the new tariff, as re- 
quested by M. DE Lesseps, the Turkish Government has 
informed the KHEDIVE that the postponement cannot take 
place. Thereupon M. Dr LeEsseps has informed the KHE- 
DIVE that he cannot carry on the Canal subject to the con- 
ditions of the International Tonnage Commission, and that 
he shall therefore dismiss the pilots, extinguish the lights, 
and virtually close the Canal. The KHEDIVE has replied 
that, in such a case, he would himself provide for the 
working of the Canal. The French Government has 
counselled M. DE LESSEPS to accept the decision of the 
International Commission respecting the tonnage dues. 


Sir RicHARD GRAVES MACDONNELL, whose memory as 
Governor of Hong Kong is still green with our readers, 
and whose extraordinary energy, talent, and governing 
power effected such wonderful changes in the colony, has 
placed himself as a candidate for the Dublin University. 
Sir RICHARD’s address is—as might be expected—forcible, 
outspoken, and epigrammatic. It refers to his long expe- 
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rience of official life, his many services to the Crown, and 
appeals to the memories and associations which connect 
the University and his family. He asks support as a Con- 
servative and as an adherent of the DISRAELI Ministry. 
We heartily wish him success. 





.- A SHORT Bill has been printed, entitled “The Harbour 


of Colombo Loan Bill,” by which the power granted in 
1853, under the “Galle Harbour Loan Act,” is repealed 
and transferred to Colombo for the purpose of authorising 
a loan not exceeding £250,000 at 34 per cent. interest, to 
be repaid in thirty-five years. 


BORNEO CONSULAR REPORT. 

The report by Consul-General Bulwer, Resident at Labuan, on 
the trade of the port of Brunei for the year 1872, gives the fol- 
lowing particulars relative to that place. The trade of this port 
with foreign countries is almost exclusively conducted with the 
British settlements of Singapore and Labuan. The port lies 
about fifteen miles up the river Brunei, the navigation of which 
is easy. The total value of imports from Singapore during 1872 
is returned at £20,723 ; that of exports to Singapore at £30,299. 

The total value of imports from Labuan during the same 

ear is returned at £9,960 ; that of exports to Labuan at £5,442. 
The principal articles of import are cloth, shirting, and cotton 
thread ; and the chief articles of export sago and gutta-percha. 

Exclusive of specie, the total value of imports from the two 
British settlements during 1872 is put at £29,640 ; that of ex- 
ports to those settlements at £32,825. The chief article of the 
export trade of Brunei is sago flour, which contributed no less 
than £18,200 to the total value of exports above shown. The 
next in importance is india-rubber (under which heading is im- 
duded gutta-percha), which made a further contribution of 

-£10,445; thus leaving but little over £4,000 to represent the value 

of all the other articles of export taken together. The character 

of this trade will also be further understood when it is borne in 
mind that nearly all the articles of export are articles of what is 
known as jungle produce. Sago (with some qualification), india- 
rubba, gutta-percha, bees’ wax, edible birds’ nests, bezoar stones, 
camphor, all come under this denomination. These exports are, 
therefore, the indications of the natural, as distinguished from 
the cultivated, produce of the country, the test of its spontaneous 
resources rather than of the industry of the people, though, of 
course, there is the industry which is engaged in the collection of 
the produce. ; ; 

In placing sago under the head of jungle produce, some quali- 
fication is undoubtedly necessary, because it is not the raw, 
but a manufactured sago which is exported. The raw sago is 
brought down by natives from the interior to Brunei, and is 
there washed, and undergoes a refining process before being 
shipped. The labour employed in the washing and manufac- 
turing process is exclusively Chinese, and the three sago manu- 
factories which are to be found in Brunei were established by 
and belong to Chinese traders. The cultivation, then, is of 
the simplest character, but, such as it is, it is noticeable as 
everything is noticeable which marks an industrial tendency 
amongst a rude people. The industrial occupations of the people 
of Brunei and the surrounding country were touched upon in 
my last report. They serve in some measure to supply the wants 
of the country, but with the exception of the industry before re- 
ferred to, which is engaged in the collection of jungle produce, 
and the one last mentioned, which is directed to the extension of 
the sago palm, they add little or nothing to the export trade ; 
while, on the other hand, two items—rice and cocoa-nut oil— 
appear among the imports, for which properly there ought to be 
no place, which ought rather to be on the export side of the re- 
turns. The neighbourhood of Brunei presents a soil capable of 
producing an unlimited growth ofpaddy and the cocoa-nut tree. 
‘Both are cultivated to some extent, the former sufficiently per- 
haps for the wants of the rural population which cultivates it, 
with a surplus for the consumption of the town of Brunei. But 
the fact that it is necessary every year to import considerable 
quantities of rice and cocoa-nut oil suggests a failure in native 
industry which ought not to exist. As : 

The population of the town of Brunei is estimated at from 
20,000 to 50,000 natives and Chinese. 














THE CHINESE COMMISSION TO CUBA AND PERU. 

The Anti-Slavery Society have addressed the following letter 
to the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs :— 

The Committee of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society have 
learnt with much satisfaction that a Commission has been appointed, 
by the Imperial Government of China, to proceed to Havannah and 
i to examine into the treatment of Chinese coolie immigrants in 
Cuba and Peru, and to report thereon to the Emperor of China. They 
are advised that a British, an American, and a German gentleman, as 
well as a Chinese lawyer, belong to the Commission. 

The Committee of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society have 
for a considerable time been informed of the ill-treatment and wrong 
inflicted in Cuba on Chinese coolies. This information has been con- 
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firmed by the official despatches from Her Majesty's Consul-General in 
Cuba, who, under date of January 16th, 1871, estimated the number of 
Chinese coolies in Cuba to be between 50,000 and 60,000, whom he 
describes, “ whilst, under bond of labour, to all intents and purposes 
slaves.” Acting Consul-General Crawford, under date of November 
8rd, 1871, states that “the condition of obligatory and continuous 
servitude to which the Chinese immigrants are now subjected is tanta- 
mount to slavery ;” and he says, ‘they are treated as slaves.” 

The Committee are strongly convinced that, so long as slavery is 
allowed to exist in any form whatever, whether as negro apprenticeship 
or otherwise, in Cuba, no emigration from India or from China should 
be permitted. It is with extreme gratification that the Committee see 
Lord Granville stated in his despatch to Mr. Layard, under date of 
April 10, 1871, that “Her Majesty's Government could only consider 
a scheme for the introduction of British immigrants, when slavery is 
absolutely abolished in the island, and under the protection of a treaty.” 
They are earnestly persuaded the same principle should be carried out 
with regard to emigration from China or elsewhere. 

The Committee are deeply impressed with the extreme importance « £ 
the mission of the Commission from the Imperial Government of China, 
and of the great value of such aasistance as shall secure its success. 

With this view the Committee of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery 
Society would entreat Lord Granville to instruct Her Majesty's Consul- 
General in Cuba to render such aid to the Commission as shall be con- 
sistent with his official position, and as shall facilitate their labours in 
examining into the real condition of the Chinese coolies in Cuba. 





CONDITION OF CHINA COOLIES IN PERU. 

A correspondent, under date of 27th Feb., 1874, writes respecting 
the Chinese coolies in Peru :— 

“ The political regulations are downright barbarian as to Asiatics and 
their own Indians. As to the detached haciendas in Peru, the number 
is near 200, spread over a length, north and south, of above 500 miles, 
with from 150 to 1,000 and more coolies on each, kept like malefactors, 
flogged, chained, starved, and even killed at pleasure, without a vestige 
of control of their masters, or their mostly still more outrageous major- 
domos or drivers, with copper-wired whip-tongues, that draw blood at 
the first touch. Some of the masters themselves and their underlings 
boast of these barbarities. 

“ As to indemnity, these overgrown planters (haciendeiros) in Peru 
have not the shadow of a claim to it. They have been guilty of enor- 
mous injustice, even in contravention of the constitution of their own 
land, they knowingly committed in enslaved freeborn people, and 
treated them diabolically besides. We hope the Chinese Commissioners 
will call upon the planters to show how many they have taken away 
from the ships and from Callao, from the beginning, to their haciendas, 
how many are still alive, what numbers have died, and from what 
causes. If the truth is stated it will be seen that not a few have died 
under the whip or cudgel, by the pistol, ur in the private dungeon ; 
some even torn by bulldogs. Then let inquiries be instituted to show 
how many coolies have been turned upon the streets after being crip- 
pled, blinded—often bya stroke of the whip—how many have the 
marks of laceration on their backs, and how many have had to wear for 
years heavy chains on their ankles and necks. There are now 
many of such miserable and bodily-injured coolies—freed from their 
contracts because absolutely unfit for labour of any kind—begging all 
over the land. 

“ All these and many other things should come out before the Com- 
missioners appointed by the Chinese Government, when it will be clear 
that the poor Chinese immigrants have suffered more than the Africans 
in the worst days of Negro slavery.” 





Monetary and Commercial, 


Tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received on the 
15th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were 
—to Calcutta, £250,000 ; and to Bombay, £150,000. Tenders 
on Calcutta at 1s. 10}d. will receive about 3 per cent., above in 
full ; and on Bombay at 1s. 10§d., about 83 per cent. The de- 
mand for the means of remittance to the East is shown in these 
figures to be much the same. : 

At the meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, 
and China, on the 15th inst., the directors’ report was adopted, 
adividend of 5 per cent. per annum was declared, and the re- 
tiring directors and auditors were re-elected. A discussion arose 
in the course of the proceedings on the long usance of China 
bills, which is re = in another column. : 

The report of the Directors of the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank of India, London, and China, to be presented on the 21st 
inst., is as follows:— 

“The Directors now present the audited annual balance-sheet, profit 
and logs, and reserve fund accounts for the year ending 31st December 
last. The profit for the year, including £477 3s. 5d., carried forward 
from previous year, and after deducting charges and losses, umounts to 
£66,661 11s. 4d., out of which a dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. per 
annum has been paid for the half-year ended 30th of June last. A 
dividend for the past half-year, at the same rate, is nowdeclared, making 
for the whole year a dividend of 8 per cent. Of the remainder, £5,000 
is appropriated to the reserve fund, and £1,661 11s. 4d. carried fo 
to the account of the present year. 

“The Directors regret to announce the resignation of their valued col- 
league Sir William Grey, K.C.S.1, on his appointment as Governor 
of Jamaica. Mr. John Nutt Bullen, of the firm of Messrs. Kettlewell, 
Bullen and Co., of Calcutta and London, is a candidate for the vacant 
seat. From his long connection and intimate acquaintance with the 
trade of the East, the Directors congratulate the shareholders thereon, 
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and recommend him accordingly for election. The Directors retiring 
in rotation are Mr. J. J. Mackenzie and Mr. C. J. Erskine, who being 
eligible, offer themselves for re-election, and the Court recommend them 
accordingly.” - 

’ At the meeting of the Eastern Extension, Australasia, and 
China Telegraph Company (Limited), the directors’ report, which 
we have already given, was adopted, and a dividend of 2 per cent., 
making 6} per cent. for the year, was declared. . 

The directors of the Royal Mail Steam-packet Company have 
decided to recommend to the shareholders at the meeting to be 
held on the 29th inst. a distribution of £23 15s. per share, in- 
cluding dividend and bonus, for the half-year ended 31st De- 
cember last, free of income-tax. At the corresponding period 
of last year a distribution of £5 15s. per share was announced. 

At a meeting of the Java Steamship Company at Amsterdam, 
on the 10th inst., a dividend was declared of 8} per cent. for the 
first six months’ working. ‘ 

In reference to the meeting held to report on the liquidation 
of the Bank of Hindustan, we understand that the return of 
10s. per share agreed on will be shortly ready for distribution, 
and that probably a further sum of 10s. will be available on the 
realisation of the estates in Jndia. ; 

Drawings to the extent of £100,000 will take place in May on 
the Japan Nine per Cent. Loan, and we understand that remit- 
tances for its payment have been arranged through the Oriental 
Bank Corporation. 

The question of insurance on the coming season’s tea is still 
discussed, but the rates adopted by most of the offices on 
steamers via Suez Canal, from Hankow, are 70s. and 60s. for 
inail steamers, from Shanghai and Foochow 60s. and 50s., and 
from Canton 50s. and 40s. 

The Oberon, Captain Burgoyne, has again made a rapid pas- 
sage. She left. Hiogo on 15th January, with 1,400 tons rice and 
400 tons ‘sundries, and arrived off the Lizard on the 15th inst., 
ninety days. — 

The Manchester Market has exltibited a steadier tone, the 
better feeling in the Liverpool Market has imparted strength, 
and the inquiry for the better descriptions of Grey Goods has 
become more marked. Producery are very firm in holding for 
full rates. The lower grades still continue difficult to move. 
For Yarns the demand has been only moderate, but prices remain 


very steady. 

, The demand for Bar Silver has, during the past few days, 
almost entirely ceased.

THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA 
AND CHINA. 

The annual general meeting of the shareholders of this bank was held 
on the 15th inst., at the London Tavern, Mr. Andrew Cassells in the 
chair. Mr. MuLtens, the secretary, having read the notice convening 
the meeting, the report of the directors (which was given in our last 
issue) was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said : It now becomes my duty to move that the re- 

rt and accounts we have submitted to you be confirmed and adopted. 
Row, gentlemen, you must have observed that our profits in 1878 fall 
short of those of the preceding year, while our expenditure has in- 
creased. With regard to the diminished profits they are due to the 
unsuccessful working of our China branches ; but for that fact they 
would have been fully up to those of the preceding year. The increased 
expenditure is partly to be accounted for by the opening of a new 
branch at Manila, which, I am glad to say, promises to be an entire 
success, and also to the very large outlay we have had to incur during 
the year 1873 on flegramas, in consequence of the yery troublesome 
and perplexing state of business during the twelve months. Now the 
year 1873 was a most perplexing and harassing year for everyone con- 
nected with trade in India and China. I fancy every man of business 
in this room will bear me out in saying shipments of goods outwards 
and shipments of goods homewards alike arrived at bad markets. Then, 
again, as regardsour diminished profita I must remind youthat our money 
market here was frequently and greatly disturbed during the year. In 
October and November last, forinstance, the Bank rate of discount rose to 
8 and 9'per cent., and what these rates of digcount mean for a business like 
our own, having to deal largely in discount, of course, must be apparent 
to every gentleman in the room. I may also say that, with regard to 
our expenditure on telegrams, the facility of communicating with the 
Engt, costly though it be, affords the opportunity of keeping the opera- 
tions of distant agents more under control than was possible in bygone 
years, and enables us to avoid risks that we used to run. In 1878 we 
mgde no bad debts, but the amount we write off is due to deprecia- 
tion in the value of old asseta. We have thought it wiser to write 

em off boldly, and no longer look at them at all. On the other hand, 
i am glad to say that our business is everywhere progressing satisfac- 
torily. ‘Our credit is everywhere good, and it ought to be good, gen- 
tlemen, for our bysiness is most thoroughly sound. We: have not 
an asset that we can look upon as unsound. We have no skele- 
tons jn ‘our cupboards, and the bank is extremely well managed 
by our excellent manager, Mr. Gwyther. I think if you, gentle- 
men, will heartily co-operate with us, we shall make steady and 
good progress. You can help us very much by encouraging 
your friends and connections to place deposits in our hands. Of 
the absolute safety of such deposits there cannot be a doubt. There 
are £1,600,000 at any rate between the depositors and the possibility of 
Joss. } confess I am rather aw when I see or iape emounts held 
on deposit hy institutions similar to our own, when F know they are 
ria og hate than they would be ‘in our! hands,’and if you will 
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only help us in that way I think we shall make ve rogregs in- 
deed. I hope that what I have said will make Bea Ere same con- 
fidence in the future of the bank that I feel, and I am quite sure at any 
rate with the very anxious care and viglance that the board and Mr. 
Gwyther give to the business of the bank it deserves success. With 
these very few remarks I beg formally to move that the report now 
presented, together with the balance-sheet and profit and loss account, 
be approved and adopted. Mr. Jon Jones seconded the miotion. : 

Mr. Morrison, in the course of some rewarks upon the trade of 
India and China, gave it as his opinion that the usance of six months 
was too long, and afforded means for the speculator to enter into im- 
proper speculative transactions, and that therefore the usance should be 
shortened, especially as the usance between Australia and London—a 
greater distance—was from sixty days’ to ninety days’ sight.—Mr. 
CuarMan considered that the India and China banks seemed to be sim- 
ply supplying a few merchants and traders with capital to carry on their 
business, and he was not satisfied with the small return which the 
directors offered upon the employment of the capital. 

The CuarrMan, in reply, said that the bank had got ont of the rut 
and was now sailing in smooth water. The dividend was a fair one 
considering all things, and taking the whole time that the ban had 
been in operation it had made a return of 5 per cent. per annum to the 
shareholders upon the capital they had embarked. He concurred with 
Mr. Morrison upon the advisability of shortening the usance wherever 
possible, and assured him that it was a matter which was never lost 
sight of by the board. oe 

The report was adopted and the dividend declared. 
directors and auditors were re-elected. 

Mr. Morrison moved a resolution as follows; “ That it is the opinion 
of this meeting that the shortening of the usance on bills would be aa 
advantageous to the interests of trade as to those of sound banking.” 
This having been seconded, the CHalRMAN said it was not a resolutjon 
which he could submit, as it did not refer to the business for which 
the shareholders were called together. Mr. Monnison thereupon put 
the motion himself, and only two hands were shown in its favour. 

The proceedings closed with a vote of thanks to the chairman and 
his colleagues. ain 


THE EASTERN, AUSTRALASIA, AND CHINA 
TELEGRAPH COMPANY (LIMITED). 

The first ordinary general meeting of this company was held on the 
14th inst., Mr. John Pender, M.P., in the chair. Mr. George Lyons (the 
secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the report of the 
directors was taken as read. ; 

The Chairman said that since the amalgamation the different cables, 
with some exceptional and minor faults, had worked satisfactorily. The 
difference between 1872 and 1873 was something like £20,000 in favour 
of the latter year. The directors were in negotiation with the Austra- 
lian Government with the view to the reduction of the rate. A pro- 
position had been made to subsidise the company to a certain extent, 
so as to enable them to work at a lower rate than they were doing at 
the present moment. There was no doubt at all that with a lower rate 
they would increase the traffic, and if the Australian Government were 
prepared to run the risk of any immediate loss from a roduction in 
the tariff, of course the directors would only be tov happy to meet 
their wishes. He believed that the arrangement was likely ta 
be carried out. The company laboured under certain disad- 
vantages in trading with such distant places as Australia, They 
had not the business resulting from stuck exchange ‘operations, 
which tended greatly to feed the Atlantic Cable, but they had 4 
steady commercial business, and as people got accustomed to tele- 
graphy of course their traffic would steadily increase. The joint-purse 
arrangement with the Great Northern Company was working well, and 
the traffic was being steadily developed. The directors had decided 
upon carrying over a considerable amount to reserve, and they thought 
that that was desirable until they got such an amount as would enable 
them to be more certain in their dividends. One of the lines which 
they brought into the amalgamated company way the Tasmanjan Cable. 
He was glad to say that that had earned something like 7 per cent. jy 
the year, and the traffic was increasing, so that altogether the prospe- 
rity of the line was satisfactory. The progress was not rapid, but it 
seemed to be very certain. He moved that the report be adopted, and 
a dividend of 43, per share be declared, or 2 per cent. per annum) 
making, with the interim dividend already paid, 6} per cent., free of 
income-tax, for the year 1878.
